I John Mole teaches people all over the world 
how to understand nonverbal communication.

THE MEDICINE SHOW 

Quacks, or phony doctors, were very common in the United States in 
the 1800s and early 1900s. They put on “medicine shows,” where the audience 
watched someone dance or sing until the “doctor” came on stage. The quack 
told the audience he had a medicine that would take care of all their medical 
problems. To make the audience believe him, the quack always asked someone 
in the audience to try the “medicine.” That person (who secredv worked for 
the quack) drank some, and after a few seconds shouted out, “I’m cured!” 

This made the medicine seem like a fast and easy cure—a quick fix—so 
io people bought bottle after bottle. 

QUACKERY’S SUCCESS 

Quackery flourished 1 in the United States from the 1860s to the 1920s 
because of the growth of the urban population—more and more people were 
moving to the cities. This meant that diseases could spread quickly from 
is person to person. People were scared, so they bought anything they thought 
would protect or cure them. 

THE DANGERS 

In most cases, quacks’ medicines were only dangerous because people 
took them instead of going to real doctors. Sometimes, however, the medicines 
:o were deadly. Quacks added ingredients such as opium (a powerful drug) and 
radium (a radioactive element) to their bottles. Some people got sicker after 
taking the medicine, and some people died. Of course, the quacks took no 
responsibility for the deaths. They said, “Well, the medicine worked for 
awhile, but poor so-and-so was just too sick.” 

2 5 GOVERNMENT ACTION 

It took many years for the U.S. government to take strong action against 
quacks. Finally in 1938, the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act made 
it illegal to sell a false medicine or lie about its ingredients. That made 
quackery against the law. By the early 1960s, all drug manufacturers had to 
30 prove that their products were safe and effective. 

QUACKERY TODAY 

In the 21st century the quacks look different, but they’re selling the same 
“quick fix.” There are advertisements everywhere that promise fast, easy ways 
to lose weight, gain weight, grow hair, or become more attractive.
